Psychology

A series of three text-books on psychology, by 
Prof. Charles H. Judd, Director of the Psychological 
Laboratory at Yale, will be issued during April and 
May. The first volume of this series is an introduc- 
tory text-book, the second is a laboratory manual for 
the use of students, and the third is a discussion of 
laboratory methods and apparatus intended for ad- 
vanced students and instructors. 

The introductory text lays much emphasis on 
the development of mental life ; it also treats fully 
the physiological conditions of consciousness. It 
draws upon both introspective and objective methods 
for its materials. It lays special emphasis on the pro- 
cesses of physiological and conscious organization ex- 
hibited in perception, the formation of concepts, the 
use of language, and negatively in the abnormal pro- 
cesses of dissociation. 

The laboratory manual for students is modelled 
upon similar books in use in the natural sciences. 
A brief account of twenty-five laboratory exercises is 
given without description of apparatus or elaborate 
theoretical discussions. Questions are added to draw 
out the students' inferences and suggestions are made 
for supplementary exercises. The exercises deal with 
both quantitative and qualitative methods. 

The third volume is intended to make it 
possible for anyone who is interested in the current 
methods of psychological demonstration and investi- 
gation to construct the necessary apparatus for such 
purposes. The book contains descriptions of very 
simple devices which can be made without great ex- 
pense, and also more elaborate constructions which 
can be utilized by those who command a full supply 
of apparatus. This book will also announce arrange- 
ments whereby laboratories not supplied with facili- 
ties for constructing apparatus may secure the pieces 
necessary for use with the first two volumes of the 
series.
